E. Chapin, city editor of the New 
York Evening World, walked into the 
W est 68th Street station here early 
today and gave himself up. He declar­ 
ed th at all memory of his crime had 
passed from him until he purchased a 
morning' paper and read th at tjie po­ 
ll ice were searching for him. 
Rambling almost incoherently in his 
talks yrith detectives, Chapin at times 
proudly answered their questions and 
at other times assumed a hang-dog ex­ 
pression and plunged into the depths 
of quivering melancholia. 
It was hardly dawn today when he 
appeared at the police station. 
“T want to see the captain," he said 
to the Lieutenant, but when he was 
informodMhe captain was asleep, he 
declared h'm self to be 
Charles 
E. 
Chapin 
“I killed my wife yesterday m orn­ 
ing in the Cumberland Hotel," he said, 
the police declare. 
The full story of the crime and the 
subsequent wanderings of the man 
who has been declared to have had 
one of the keenest brains in the news­ 
paper business, did not come out, but 
Chapin said he had tried to take his 
own life.

Chapin talked with a station patrol­ 
man after the captain and detectives 
had finished questioning him. 
He 
held his head down while he was being 
“booked"vat the station until he was 
asked his business, 
Then his 
head 
snapped up and he answered proudly: 
“Editor." 
He declared he didn't want to see 
cmy one. 
Particularly he drew the 
line against newspaper men* 
Then he went to the Captain’s of­ 
fice where he sat with his head in his 
hands at tim es; other times pacing 
up and down the rooms, his arm s mov­ 
ing about wildy. 
“ Who are you?" asked the station 
patrolman. 
“I’m Mr. Chapin, I killed my wife," 
he replied, the police allege. 
The rest of the scent^was described 
as follows: 
The patrolm an asked: “How?" 
“With this," as he pulled a six 
chamberod revolver from his pocket. 
One rham her had been exploded. 
As the patrolman examined the weap­ 
on. Cb'”^*1 roached to another pocket 
“Here’* another." he said, and ex­ 
hibited ort automatic* pistol. 
“Whv did you kill h e r? " asked the 
patrolman.

He told friends 
she was ill, but when Don C. Seitz, 
business* m a n a g er 0f the World re­ 
ceived a letter from Chaoin saying 
he was going to kill both his wife and 
himself, the Chapin room was enter­ 
ed. 
Two notes were found, one. of 
them saying th at Chapin had killed his 
wife as she lay asleep and 
intended 
killing himself. 
Mrs. Chapin was Miss Nellie Beehie 
- of Chicago. 
The couple was married 
89 .years a cm. 
Chapin had been. cit.v 
editor of the World for many 
years 
and was one of the best known news­ 
paper meh in the country.

Athens, Sept. 16— (Delayed)— Greek 
troops have advanced from two

dispatch from Salonika today. 
The attack was a complete surprise. 
The Greeks lost only two officers and 
ten men, while the Bulgarian losses 
were extremely heavy. 


London, Sept. 17—There will be no peace con­ 
ference—in the ordinary historic sense of the 
term—much less the kind of a conference pro­ 
posed in the Austria-Hungarian note. 
The United Press learned today that this is 
substantially the allied attitude toward the com­ 
munication from Vienna. The major details of 
the allies peace terms have already been formu­ 
lated. Most of them have been stated. The more 
intricate and detailed questions, particularly with 
regard to Russia, the Balkans and Turkey, are 
now being studied in the allied foreign offices and 
their positions thereon are in process of forma­ 
tion. 
When the Central powers yield to the military 
and naval pressure and show reason enough to 
make a general conference worth while the allied 
and American delegates will consider the Teuton­ 
ic pleas.

All this debt must be paid when the 
day of settlement arrives or the world 
xviii be dissatisfied. No adequate re­ 
compense can be given for the loss of 
life, the outrages and the suffering

victims of its

Germany will also have some debts 
to pay'to neutral countries.

E. Chapin, city editor of the N ew | +

W est 68th S treet station here early 
today and gave himself up. He declar­ 
ed th a t all mem ory of his crime had 
passed from him until he purchased a 
morning paper and read th a t tjie po- 
Oice were searching for him. 
Rambling alm ost incoherently in his 
<alks with detectives, Chapin at times 
proudly answered their questions and 
a t other times assumed a hang-dog ex­ 
pression and plunged into the depths 
of quivering melancholia. 
It was hardly dawn today when he 
appeared at the police station. 
“I w ant to see the captain,” he said 
to the Lieutenant, but when he was 
informodMhe captain was asleep, he 
declared h ’mself to be 
Charles 
E. 
Chapin 
“I killed my wife yesterday m orn­ 
ing in the Cumberland Hotel,” he said, 
the police declare. 
The full story of the crime and the 
subsequent w anderings of the man 
who has been declared to have had 
one of the keenest brains in the new s­ 
paper business, did not come out, but 
Chapin said he had tried to take his 
own life. 
Bits of the tragedy were 
pieced 
from 
statem ents 
m ade 
as 
Chapin talked with a station patrol­ 
man after the captain and detectives 
had finished questioning him. 
He 
held his head down while he w as being 
“hooked”vat the station until he was 
asked his business. 
Then his 
head 
snapped up and he answered proudly: 
“ Editor.” 
Fie declared he didn't w ant to see 
a n y one. 
Particularly he drew the 
line against newspaper men* 
Then he went to the C aptain’s of­ 
fice where he sat with his head in his 
hands at tim es; other times pacing 
up and down the rooms, his arm s mov­ 
ing about wildy. 
“ Who are y o u ? ” asked the station 
patrolman. 
“I ’m Mr. Chapin, I killed my wife,” 
he replied, the police allege. 
The rest of the seen ^w as described 
as follows: 
The patrolm an asked: “ H o w ?” 
“With this,” as he pulled a six 
chambered revolver from his pocket. 
One cham ber had been exploded. 
As the patrolm an examined the w eap­ 
on. Ch ' o i n roached to another pocket 
“ Here’- another.” he said, and ex­ 
h i b i t e d o n a u t o m a t i c p i s t o l . 
“Whv did you kill h e r ? ” asked the 
patrolm an. 
He finn** his arm s over his head 
and replied: “ No reason w hatever.” 
Aske'i where Tie had been, Chapin 
declared he did not know. Ile s a ;d tb»t 
for four nights he bud not slept. 
He 
had wandered about town. he declared. 
on subway and elevated t r a ;na, 
He 
said he went to Prospect Park y e s t e r , 
dav and airted the revolver 
a*- his 
head, hot saw a policeman «nd did not 
shoot 
Later, he said. he fired a shot 
when the policeman wont awnv, 
* 
“ But only one cartridge boo been ex­ 
ploded,” tho 
ol ie” *n on o vol ui pi od 
“ No. no.” Chapin d^clo-ed 
“Them 
must he nno+hen 
T fired ihut shot.” 
Then Chan*” s” :d he bonchf a morn- 
inir paper, read of the search for him ­ 
self and is altered to have recalled 
th a t he had killed his wife, according 
to police 
Mrs 
Chapin was found dead 
in 
her bed some hours after her husband 
had left their rooms. 
He told friends 
she was ill, but when Don C. Seitz, 
b u sin e ^ manage** of the World re­ 
ceived a letter f**om Chanin saying 
he was going to kill both his wife and 
himself, the Chapin room whr e n te r­ 
ed. 
Two notes were found, one, of 
them saying 'h a t Chanin had killed his 
wife as she lay asleep and 
intended 
killing himself. 
Mrs. Chapin was Miss Nellie Beebio 
- of Chicago. 
The couple was m arried 
39 .years ago. 
Chapin had been. eitv 
editor of the World for many 
years 
and was one of the best known news­ 
paper men in the country.

When Germany begins to count the 
cost 
of it’s rash 
attempt 
to 
take 
charge cf the world it will have somd 
big figures to handle. 
Apart 
from 
the actual expenses of the war 
its 
debt to other countries will make a 
formidable showing. 
One item is the 
money it has exacted in tribute from 
Belgium, a total of $500,000,000, 
as 
statistics now show. 
In addition, it 
has wantonly destroyed Belgian prop­ 
erty cf enormous value, not yet fully 
estimated; has stolen art treasures so 
valuable that no price has ever been 
put upon them, and has carried away 
immense quantities of machinery and 
materials. 
# 
All this debt must be paid when the 
day of settlement arrives or the world 
Will be dissatisfied. 
No adequate re­ 
compense can be given for the loss of 
life, the outrages and the suffering 
inflicted upon the Belgians, but Ger­ 
many should be made to provide for 
alf the widows and orphans and other 
victims of its 
monstrous 
crimes 
against an innocent people. 
Germany will also have some debts 
to pay "to neutral countries. 
A fed­ 
eral court decided recently that 
the 
Kaiser’s government was financially 
responsible for the loss of life 
and 
prpnerty of Americans on the Lusi­ 
tania. This of course applies to other 
American losses caused by U-boats be­ 
fore we entered the war, and the total 
sum of these damages will be large.
